The u Manifest Destiny " dogma of 
the neighbouring Rnpublio answers ad« 
mirably to round off a Fourth ol Jaly 
oration or to epioe top-room blnitor; but 
we aro led to beiiovo that few thought- 
fnl men have any real faith in. the wild 
idea tbat all the pooploe on this conti- 
nent will yot ncstlo undor tbo winga of 
the American Eagle, How much farther 
sooth the boundaries of the Great Republio 
may extend is a question whiohtho peo* 
pie ot the doited SUtos will, id all 
probability, have to decide for them- 
■olvoa. Thero wauld, indeed, appoar to bo 
no reason to question the ability of a 
powerful nation like tbo Uuited Statos 
to pu»h Southward even to Capa .ELoro; 
ban it beoorcos matter for serious con- 
sideration whothor, in doing BO/t might 
not, to use a pbartie rather Iosb elegant 
than expressive, "come out at the small 
endof the horn." Thero is now discern- 
ible on the surface of American politics 
a growing disposition to think before 
jumping into now territory, to philo- 
sophically weigh the advantages ami 
disadvantages, Wo have seen a recent 
illustration of this in tho San Domingo 
affair. Wo soo it in the more rational 
spirit with which tho larger quoalion of 
the absorption cf British North Ameri- 
ca is now approached. The people of 
the United States aro evidently be- 
coming more thoughtful as tuoy grow 
older, and the Eugie seoms less disposed 
to play the role of the fabled frog which, 
in an unfortunate fit of ambition, made 
a disastrous attempt to attain too en- 
larged c imenBious of the ox — Juhu Bull. 
It is not long since American politicians 
talked tall and glib about gobbling up 
tho whole of British North America. 
Now, howeror, we find the moro 
tboughliol of them significantly silent 
on the subject, while others openly ques- 
tion the policy ot such ao acquUition,eTon 
if they could get it. Thus we find an 
Amrrioan contemporary sayiug, " We 
scarcely know whether any party in the 
United States would be willing to tako 
the responsibility of annexing Canada, 
even if annexation could bo contnm- 
mated at once,*' aud the following reo- 
ton8,snggested by the London Economist, 
are adopted by our Republican contem- 
porary bb a ground for tho doubt ex- 
pressed : " Cauuda would mako ten 
States,, and the pjlilical leaders would 
probably consider tho olection of tboir 
own man to tho Presidency more ad- 
vantageous than tho addition to the 
ranks of the electors of vast numbers of 
new Canadiao electors with unknown 
•ympathies,able favorites and a tenden- 
cy to mako geographical rather than 
party alliances." Of oourso we find 
numbers of the Amorioan Press still ad- 
hering? to the old wild doctrine of 
u Manifest Destiny," Btill blustering 
about the absorption of the Dominion 
But it may bo remarked that those are. 
not the most influential members of tho 
Press. They are rath or the Territorial 
bantlings who try to crow as the groat 
American cock used to crow. It will 
be quite safe to concludo that if ever 
British North America becomes a part 
of the Great Bepublio it will be by a 
voluntary act of its own. Nor can the 
careful Btudent ot passing- ovents dis- 
cover anything to encourage tho belief 
that there is atendancy in tbat direction. 
There aro those who profess to aeo in 
Confederation the first step towards a 
complete agglomeration of all the 
Anglo-Saxon peoples of this continent. 
The independence ol tho Dominion they 
regard a8 tho second step. It is 
difficult not to discover in Confede- 
ration a stop in precisely the op- 
posite dirociion. Had tho various 
British ijossessious in North Amuricu, 
Muttering aoross the continent from 
ocean to ocean, been left in their isola- 
tion, it would not have boon at all un- 
rearonable thtv, as Eoparato a'oms, they 
might have been attracted towards the 
greater body ; but with all these 
cemented intoi ne great wholo.an empire 
with all tbe material nocessary for ex- 
pansion into a great and powerful 
nation, orubued with a heart, to feel and 
ambition to aspire to national glory, the 
probability of encountering each a fate 
entirely diauppears. Tho motive is ro 
moved. As a naiiou, ttioDominion uiuy 
study t.he institu'ions of her powerful 
noighb »r, and profit by the study ; 
but she has nothing left to covot. Stio 
cannot with lor uioro libony, lor she 
has enough. She leauoot duuro nMro 
territory ; for what nho has will suffice 
to mako hor Uie Groalur 13'itain of 
America. In geoglBpQiCal advantages ami 
in naiur»l resources hdi may, nuked, exoiie 
trp jealousy ol her neighbor. Naiuro has 
been ain^uiarly kind to tier. Tho true Nortb 
West I'a.sage in hers. With a mooopoly ot 
coal stores on both oceons, aue will compel 
o.mmerCH and iodoslry to kneel to tiar.

San Francisco, March 4, 1871. 

Edito* liamsH Colonist.— I have mado 
arrangements by which tbe mining news of 
British Columbia will be telegraphed to 
the press ol 8ao Franoieco. The Alia Cali- 
fornia has promised to send a correspondent 
to Cariboo daring tbo present Eummer. 
Other mining districts io Nevada, Utah, 
NewMexioound Idaho are constantly be* 
lore tlio public, while British Colombia, 
owing to tho want of telegraphic news, has 
Deon lorgellSD and cuueplored „s ono of tbe 
dead and needs an elec ; ric shock to brine; it 
to life. Slatting a new coir puny in a ooud. 
try so long looked at aa one in which gold 
was only lound daring an incitement and 
wsa almost lorgoUen by the mining pnblio, 
has n quired more timo arid bard work than 
I expected, wbeo I liiet started to buttr-iw 
bole capitalist! and talk Cariboo, describe 
tbe glorious prospect, a leai-e ol ground four 
miles long and one mile wide on iho richest 
creek thai ever has been lonnd on the con- 
tinent, on which over forty ehofis had been 
sink by minors and the ground proven to be 
riob in gold ; that it was estimated a 
thiriy-borso power engino wonld bosufficieet 
to drain and work tho ground to the bed 
rook ; that wo intonded io doublo the power 
so as to be on the eafe fide ; how tho 
ground would yield millions to those who 
invoetod, 1 bad overhauled ihe Libraro ol 
the Meraanilo Institute, collected a pile ol 
books with data and B'ati»iic» to prove ray 
assertioDB, I hud also collected papers from 
the old ArtORian Cnrnpar.y and with other 
documentH I was enabled lo rnuke a show 
and paint in glowing colors how thousands 
could bo maue by mining in tho William 
Creek Meadows ; ami io addition I bad the 
aasiilanoa of old Caiibooites — UillbUu, file- 
Liogblin. Cox, Jeflroys, Pendergast and 
others, who knew tbe ground and were will-, 
ing to vouoh for ihb richness iberouf. Othtr 
puitms wio had an interest in mining in 
Nevada und Uiah wore not des-irons ol seeing 
capital turning into a channel in which they 
were not interested.

I bave sold mines in New York, 
Boston and London — with me it has b«en a 
speciality— and I never had snob a strong 
opposition ub in forming tbe Lane & kurtz

Will tbo mines pay J Will tbo Government 
of British Colombia encourage the invest' 
raont of capital/ Tbo law passed by the 
Legislature remitting toll* and duties baa 
aided us more than the dollars and cent, 
saved lo tbe company, for il has shown con* 
oloeively that the (iovornment deaires and 
will encourage the investment of loroign oa* 
pital iu the colony, 

Let our company 'meet with success and 
show that money can be made, and others 
will bave less difficulty to encounter than I 
havo had. Success will biiog capital to de- 
velop the mineral resources of British Co- 
lombia. 

Several of the mining capitalists will this 
sarnmcr visit and examine for themselves 
tbe mines of Cariboo or anything else tbat 
promises good irivosiment, among whom will 
be George Hearst, tbe Vice President of the 
co r paoy, Col Fogas, L W Oreenwall, John 
Korlz and othera who feel en inteiest in the 
tutor, prosperity of British Columbia. 

A conitaot has been mado for the removal 
of the mucbinery to Cariboo, erection of the 
same and sinking the shaft to bod-rock-- 
George Hearst und myeelf being tbo oou- 
traotors. 1 expeot to havo steam up on July 
4tb. I shall return by the Portland steamer 
of the I8tb, aed on my arrival will push 
ahead as fast as possible.
